LABOR T A K E S U P CUBA. 


Washington, Dec. 17.—The session of 
the senate developed the most event 
ful and exciting debate that either 
branch of congress has heard in a long 
time. 
Not only were the lines laid 
down on tariff and finance, but the de­ 
bate partook of all the pent-up feel 
ing resulting from the recent national 
contest. 
The debate came unexpectedly, when 
Mr. Vest called up the Allen resolu­ 
tion for consideration of the Dingley 
hill in order to make some remarks 
on it. 
Mr. Vest arraigned the doc­ 
trine of protection and derided the 
promise of prosperity held out, he said, 
by Mr. McKinley, which could not be 
fulfilled, by levying more taxes on the 
people. 
There were frequent sharp and amus­ 
ing cross-fires between Mr. Vest and 
Messrs. Aldrich, Chandler and Frye. 
The debate advanced to a more acute 
state when Mr. Allen, with his usual 
bluntness, began to question Mr. Chan­ 
dler as to the future of the Dingley 
bill. 
This brought forward Mr. Sher­ 
man and Mr. Teller. The Ohio senator 
spoke with deep earnestness, declaring 
that it was a crime for congress not to 
give the government ample revenue for 
needful expenditures. He characterized 
the silver substitute to the Dingley 
bill as a monstrosity designed to crip­ 
ple legislation and obstruct the opera­ 
tions of the government. He approved 
Mr. Cleveland’s course in issuing bonds 
to maintain the gold reserve. Through­ 
out the debate the sentiment prevailed 
that the Dingley bill was dead and to 
give this final and apparently official 
sanction, Mr. Platt of the finance com­ 
mittee announced that no effort would 
be made to urge that bill to passage. 
Mr. Sherman acquiesced in the general 
sentiment that no further effort should 
be made on the Dingley bill. This was 
regarded as the final disposition of the 
bill. 
During the morning hour the bi! 
was passed extending the time for 
building a bridge over the Missouri 
river at Lexington, Mo. 
The pension 
appropriation bill was taken up, and 
after a brief discussion was passed as 
it came from the house. It now goes 
to the president. 


Defensive Works at Fort Wadsworth. 
Washington, Dec. 17.—The fortifica­ 
tion board has recommended the im­ 
mediate completion of the defensive 
works at Fort Wadsworth, one of the 
forts guarding the entrance to Sandy 
Hook, N. Y. 
It is intended to make 
this point a model on the lines of latest 
developments in the theory of coast 
defense. 


Agricultural Bill Framed. 
Washington, Dec. 17.—Teh house 
agricultural committee has practically 
completed the agricultural appropria­ 
tion bill. It closely follows the lines 
of the one drawn last year, and the 
amount to be appropriated

about the same, which was $2,298,532, 
including the weather bureau.

Boston, Mass., Dec. 17.—A blizzard 
burst upon New England Wednesday 
and continued with uninterrupted fury 
until dusk, when it abated somewhat. 
Shortly after noon the three-masted 
schooner Ulrica was sighted off Nan- 
tasket beach in distress. She was com 
mandedby Capt. Patterson of Hillsboro, 
N. S., and the six other men of her 
crew hailed from Nova Scotia. 
All 
suffered from frozen hands, feet and 
ears, and their rescue was providential 
The three-masted schooner Puritan 
went ashore about noon near Third 
cliff, between Scituate and Cohasset 
The boatmen rescued five of her crew 
while the Fourth cliff life station crew 
took off the remaining three. 
The

Cornestine, 
Portland for New 
York, with ice, was driven ashore at 
Gloucester, and her crew of seven men 
were rescued with difficulty. 
All along the coast telegraph and 
telephone lines are down, and there is 
no communication with numerous dan­ 
gerous points, upon which vessels are 
likely to be dashed to pieces.

Democrats to Present Witnesses In Favor 
of Wilson Tariff. 
Washington, Dec. 17.—The hearings 
to be given by the ways and means 
committee on the tariff question prom­ 
ise to attract an even greater number 
of business men to Washington than 
usually gather during a revision of the 
tariff. The democratic members of the 
committee intend to marshal witnesses 
in rebuttal to advocate the continu­ 
ance of the Wilson bill. They desire to 
have their side of the case included in 
the printed record of the hearings. 


Watchmen and Gate* Not Needed. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 17.—Some 
months ago the town of Crown Point, 
Lake county, passed an ordinance pro­ 
viding that the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis railroad should 
build gates and employ watchmen at 
four different places in towns where 
the railroad tracks cross the street 
The company refused to comply with 
the ordinance and suit was begun to 
compel 
compliance.

court decided the case adversely to the 
town. The court says the railroad is 
(on an equality with the citizens and 
under the statute the town has no 
right to require it to protect its citi­ 
zens. 


Accident In Holy Groan Mine. 

Col., Dec. 17.—An accident 
by which sixteen men are believed to 
have lost their lives took place Wed­ 
nesday in the tunnel of the Holy Cross 
mine near here. 
A blast caused a 
great fall of earth, and it is believed 
the men are buried under it, though 
they may be simply imprisoned, in 
which case there is hope of their res­ 
cue. 


President’* Menage Incise* It—Talk of 
War With the I ' m ted S t a t e * . 
Havana, Dec. 17.—"I *.e people of Ha­ 
vana are wild with ox *itemen!. Some­ 
thing is expected, L 
.viiat it a no one 
seems to know. 
The movements of 
Gen. Weyler, as usual, are shrouded in 
mystery. Tuesday night he arrived in 
Havana very unexpectedly, and it is 
rumored he is to be recalled at once. 
The general public here knows nothing 
as 
being 
absolutely true, but when 
there is something of more than usual 
interest about to happen inklings of it 
will escape. 
The menage of the President of the 
United StOTes has been suppressed, al­ 
though it was received by special wire 
ai the palace. Its effect upon the Span­ 
ish officials was distinctly seen from 
expressions of faces and by a shrug­ 
ging of shoulders. 
The few Cubans 
who have been informed of its purport 
by means of smuggled papers from the 
states are jubilant. 
The government is aware that Ha­ 
vana contains thousands of insurgents, 
who, if they dared, would revolt at any 
moment. Consequently from 25.000 to 
50,000 soldiers are necessary here. 
Every available soldier has been order­ 
ed to the trocha and all feel as if the 
end is near. The insurgents are said 
to have been concentrating, as roving 
bands from all over the island are mov­ 
ing in this direction. Notwithstand­ 
ing the vast number of Spaniards along 
the trocha the insurgents have crossed 
and recrossed repeatedly. 
Night be­ 
fore last a roving band rode as near to 
the city as Monte del Jesus, barely four 
miles distant from the general’s pal­ 
ace, carrying away with them a num­ 
ber of cattle and horses. 
The Spaniards in authority feel that 
the message of President 
Cleveland 
contains 
something mdre than talk, 
and every effort will be made to crush 
the rebellion within the next few days. 
The Spanish blood in Havana is at 
boiling point, and war with the United 
States is expected. 


American Federation Expre**e* Sympa­ 
thy for the Patriots. 
Cincinnati, Ohio, Dqc. 17.—“Cuba 
Libre” was sounded by dozens of del­ 
egates at Wednesday afternoon’s ses­ 
sion of the American Federation of 
Labor. 
Resolutions 
indorsing 
the 
cause of the Cuban patriots were ’ 
passed by a vote of 60 to 9, and Presi­ 
dent Cleveland was condemned for the 
course he has pursued on the question. 
The resolutions committee made an 
elaborate report. Among those adopted 
were the resolutions recognizing the 
labels of the Journeymen 
Tailors’ 
union and of the United Garment 
Workers; for the appointment of a spe­ 
cial committee to urge on congress the 
restriction of immigration; 
opposing 
the credit and scrip system; for an 
eight-hour law and Sunday observance; 
against the abuses of tenement houses; 
offering help as well as affiliation to the 
Horseshoers’ union; for more effective 
laws for the inspection of boilers on 
land and water; offering aid and af­ 
filiation 
to the National Harness- 
makers’ union. 
A resolution condemning the federal 
courts for making and administering 
law, as well as interpreting it, in the 
Debs and other cases, was discussed at 
length, and finally made the special 
order for 4:30 p. rn. today. It recom 
mends legislation that would definite­ 
ly limit the jurisdiction of courts in 
labor troubles so far 
as individua 
rights are concerned.

To Encourage Irrigation. 
Phoenix, Arizona, Dec. 17.—The irri­ 
gation congress Wednesday took up the 
matter of recommendations for legisla­ 
tion. 
G. H. Maxwell of San Fran­ 
cisco suggested: First, the creation of 
a national irrigation commission; sec­ 
ond, the cession of arid lands to the 
states upon conditions assuring their 
reclamation and settlement by actual 
settlers and preventing a monopoly of 
the public domain; third, the preserva­ 
tion of forests as the sources of water 
supply; fourth, the construction of wa- 
ter-storage reservoirs by the national 
government, and he urged upon the 
convention the strong support of the 
bill of Senator Allen appropriating 
$1,000,000 for surveys for location of 
reservoir sites.

New York, Dec. 17.—Cordial desire 
for the success of the Cuban insur­ 
gents and hatred of Spain are taking 
deeper root in the American heart. 
This is showing itself in an unpar­ 
alleled desire to fight to avenge the 
reported assassination of Antonio Ma­ 
ceo. Young men and old warriors are 
offering their services to the Cuban 
junta here, and only ask the chance 
to set foot on the Queen of the Antilles, 
and to be accepted as soldiers for 
“Cuba Libre.” 
No section of the country can lay 
claim to the greater degree of patriotic 
desire. From Michigan, Illinois. Kan­ 
sas and Indiana, from the south and 
from the east, information reaches the 
junta that recruiting is going on, both 
secretly and openly, but always sin­ 
cerely. 
Again, however, the word is sent out 
from the Cuban junta, “It is not men 
we want; it is money.” The statement 
is reiterated that if the managers of 
the warfare that seeks to throw off 
Spanish oppression had the money 
they need with which to feed 
and 
clothe and properly arm the men al­ 
ready in the field, a free Cuba would 
be a matter only of a short time.

Janesville was represented at the 
m eeting ot the Retail Coal Dealers’ as­ 
sociation of 
Wisconsin 
and Illinois, 
which held one of its periodical m eet 
ings a t Madison 
yesterday. 
About 
th irty m em bers were present 
The 
association aim s to include ia its mem­ 
bership all of the retail dealer* in the 
tw o states, as far as possible. .T h e ob­ 
ject of the association is the protec­ 
tion of retailers, by preventing the 
cu ttin g in of the w holesalers on retail 
business, through some of 
the big 
firms shipping to consum ers in tow ns 
w here none of the regular dealers hac- 
dle th eir coal. At yesterday’s m eeting 
th e general policy of the association to 
accomplish its ends was th e only m at­ 
te r discussed. 
T he association was organized in 
Septem ber of the present year in Chi­ 
cago. instead of last year, and is the 
outgrow th of the now defunct N orth­ 
w estern Coal Dealers’ association. The 
defunct association was organized in 
F ebruary, 1886, a t Rockford, 111., and 
a 
retail 
coal dealers’ 
association 
was perfected, covering th e territory 
from Chicago to the Mississipppi river 
and from Madison, VV is., to G alesburg 
111. 
Secretary Bidw ell, in speaking 
of its grow th, said: 
“ The 
m em ber­ 
ship increased gradually and the as­ 
sociation was of much benefit both 
directly and indirectly to ail its mem­ 
bers. 
A fter a few years, so practical 
and so beneficient bas been the result 
of th e association th a t it was decided 
to extend its lim its, to include th e e n ­ 
tire northw est. 
This was done. 
N ew Organization F ield. 
“ Though many new nam es were a id ­ 
ed to the m em bership list, still the 
fact developed th a t the influence of 
the association w as spread too thin 
over the extended territory. 
T he as­ 
sociation w at not euccesinl in gaining 
the influence of the shippers a t dis ­ 
tributing poiots beyond th e Mississi­ 
ppi river or a t bt. Paul or D uluth; the 
upper lake ports a t th a t tim e being 
q u it) prom inent factors in -hipm enta 
to the northw est; and it w ent down 
And th e Retail Coal Dealers’ associa­ 
tion of Illinois and Wisconsin sprang 
up in its place, the difference in the 
tw o associations being th a t th e pres­ 
en t one takes in only dealers of the 
tw o states m entioned and therefore 
its territory is not spread out over the 
northw est, 
as in 
the case of the 
N orthw estern association. 
President C. D. D ering was inter­ 
viewed, and said: “ Every fall the fact 
is brought forcibly to th e m ind of a1 
m ost every retail dealer th a t he it at 
th e mercy of the shippers as to his 
profit on retail c^al. 
It cannot be de­ 
nied as a business proposition th a t th e 
reta il dealer is entitled to all the pro­ 
tection th a t can possibly be afforded 
him by th e w holesaler in th e legiti­ 
m ate pusuit of bis business; b a t he 
frequently finds th a t shippers will sell 
coal to consum ers in his ow n tow n, 
w hich not only deprives him of the 
tonnage involved, b a t the consum ers 
advertise the fact far and wide, which 
of necessity reduces his profits. 
I t is 
believed th a t this w rong can be re 
daced if not wiped out, by concerted 
action on the p art of the dealers them 
aelves. 
The rem edy for th e evil is so 
plain, so sim ple, th a t th e retailers 
have b u t them selves to blam e if they 
do n o t m ake th e proper effort to confine 
th e sale of coal to them selves. 
AII Stand T ogeth er 
“ W hether republicans or dem ocrats, 
protectionists or free traders, all re­ 
ta il coal daalers are united upon one 
point, and th a t is th e question ^f the 
protection of th eir trade against the 
inroads of shippers. 
How b est to 
protect th eir m arket from snob inva­ 
sions is the question. 
The coal dealer 
has perhaps all his capital and all l i t 
tim e invested therein. 
It is his only 
source cf livelihood. 
T h at he is a 
p a rt of and pays taxes for the snpport 
of his com m uuity and the privilege of 
doing business and living there, w ill 
not defer his neighbors fro n thus in 
juring his business if the opportunity 
is oT erei them . 
“ Not only w ill the farm er, citizen 
or m erchant try to b a y bis coal direct 
from the w holesaler ana so save the 
profit which goes to m ik e Uu- retailer's 
living,but m anufacturers w ill use their

While recognizing this g reat evil,how­

west, but anything th a t will bind the 
retailers together and put a stop to 
this bad condition of affairs is te tte r 
tn an this ‘m asterly inactivity.’ w ith its 
accom panim ent of w hining 
“ The Coal Dealers’ A ssedation of 
Illinois and W isconsinha6 been organ 
ized for this purpose. 
Like organiza­ 
tions have been made w ith a large de­ 
gree of success in Indiana, M ichigan 
and Ohio, and we believe th a t a suc­ 
cessful organization can 
be carri, d 
through in Illinois and Wisconsin. 
Experience has tau g h t us th a t the in­ 
terests of retailers and shippers *re in 
many respects identical, each being 
able to be of g reat service to the 
other. 
It seems th a t the shipper can 
be benefited m aterially when sales are 
confined to legitim ate dealers only. A 
thorough organization m eans better 
tim es and increased profits for both.”
